Amid the many other problems of thq 
land, the draft program for military serv­ 
ice is coming in for its share of controversy. 
Discu ssion of the advisability and need for 
the draft will continu e to mou nt u ntil some­ 
thing is done to meet the day abou t a year 
from now when the cu rrent draft law ex­ 
pires. 
There are no Americans who can say 
this is not a su bject of some concern to 
them. If a family has 
no clu ldren or the chil­ 
dren are either way be­ 
low or w*ay bc*yond the 
draft stage, there is still 
the qu estion of ou r national secu rity. De­ 
spite the fact that the age of missiles is 
u pon u s. the role of the individu al in the 
armed forces is still of vital importance. 
There is no assu rance today that the next 
war. if it shou ld ever come, wou ld not be 
condu cted in mu ch the same fashion as 
World War II. 
There are many improved weapons and 
mankind’s potential for destru ction has sky­ 
rocketed in recent years bu t men will still 
have to conqu er men If war wou ld come. 
Even If the dreadfu l hydrogen bombs be- 
came a part of war, men wou ld still be 
needed to deliver them and needed for other 
elements ol warfare. 


be the most su eeessfu l and most efficient. 
The cu rrent draft is u npopu lar among 
many au thorities and the general pu blic 
becau se it repre.sents a system foreign to 
ou r democratic principles. It repre.sents the 
u se of government force against an individ­ 
u al’s free will. It means depriving an in­ 
dividu al of rights afforded other citizens. 


It, of cou rse, is not a pleasant thou ght 
hu t one which mu st be taced it this nation 
IS to retain its secu rity. It is a thou ght 
which leaves little dou bt that there mu st 
be a su bstantial military organization at 
Ih« nation’s disposal.

Bu t the fact that a strong military is 
needed is not the greatest end of the con­ 
troversy. The coiitrover.sy rages over wheth­ 
er this military shall be su pplied with man­ 
power throu gh the draft or on a volu ntary 
basis. The big qu estion is what means wou ld 


11 is a case, of cou r.se, where the end 
has been i’orisidered ju stification for t h e 
moans. Ru t there is growing sentiment that 
the desired end can be achieved by (piite a 
dilferent means. The cu rrent draft program 
has not been too su ccessfu l. 
It has given the nation its needed man­ 
power bu t it has done this at a sacrifice, 
rersonnel have been trained for the period 
of their Indu ction only to leave the service 
the very minu te their time was u p. The pro­ 
gram has not given the military any pres­ 
tige nor made it attractive to any large 
segment of the you nger popu lation. 
There are many who believe that if the 
.services u nderwent some major changes, a 
volu ntary p r ogr a m 
wou ld bring mu ch more 
satisfying resu lts. The 
fact that an individu al 
wou ld choose the serv- 
tcF'^7? a career rather than be forced into 
it wou ld greatly imiirove the morale and 
determination ot those in u nitorm.

The Postal Rate Bill 
The President is not expected to reject 
the postal rate hike bill althou gh the Con­ 
gress came forward with a compromise 
whi^h did not fu lfill all of his expectations. 
The measu re which passed the Senate iifl 
to 0 and the Hou se by 379 to 0 manifests 
enou gh strength that a veto is not indicated. 
The pu blic views the bill with divided 
mind althou gh it is resigned to paying fou r 
C€ *iils instead of three to send a first class 
letter, and it is not against the 10 per cent 
pay hike the bill provides for postal work­ 
ers. The service has been singu larly u n­ 
fortu nate in recent years in its qu est for a 
pay scale that wou ld lend to equ alize its 
position with the higher cost of living. The 
forthcoming 10 per cent raise, which iiici- 
dentally is to be retroactive to Janu ary 1, 


1958. will pick u j) .some of the gap. 
A fair and constru ctive postal rate bill 
is difficu lt to achieve for the postal .service 
is many things, not the least a part of the 
bu siness fabric of the nation. The tendency 
of recent years to load the postal rates of 
news bearing media, of parcel post and 
services of special valu e to bu siness seems 
to have been less ju stified in the pu blic in­ 
terest, bu t mostly indicated as a good way 
to get the money withou t fighting it ou t with 
the general pu blic. Meanwhile, certain kinds 
of du mp mail have clu ttered the hou se­ 
hold boxes considerably ou t of proportion to 
Its welcome. lUit we do not live m a perfect 
world and it cannot lie said that the postal 
seiviec is exempt from the pressu res of 
an inflaljonary time. 
Unchanging PTA

Wilt Chamberlain, University of Kansas basketball star, 
said he was doing what he feels is “ the best for me” in 
quitting school to begin a 160-game barnstorming tour. 
Reached at his fraternity house by a rcfiorter for the 
Lawrence J ournal-World, Chamberlain said he is under 
contract with Look Magazine not to say any thing about his 
proposed plan. He added that any specific comment on it 
will have to come from the Look office. 
“ I hale to do y ou this way ,” he said. ” bul that’s the 
way it reads in the contract. 
“ Before, when I said those things about stay ing, I 
couldn’t do any thing else. The contract I signed forbade 
me from say ing any thing at all about leaving or about my 
future plans. 
“ However, I w'ould like to make one thing clear: if I 
had to start over again from high school, I would want to 
attend the University of Kansas, 
"1 feel I have let some people down bv doing what I 
am doing. But it just can’t be helped. What it all boils 


down to is that I felt in the end that I just had to do what 
was best for me2’ 
In a copy righted, signed article in Ix)ok Magazine, 
W'llt said “ The game I was forced to play at K. U. wasn’t 
basketball. It was hurting my chances of ever developing 
into a successful professional play er.” 
Then he explained that he was referring to the tactics 
used by Kansas’ opponents. He said they put two, three 
and .sometimes four men on him, and sometimes held the 
ball for long periods. He said he had to neglect many 
phases of play which “ a man should master if he is to be 
a real pro.” 
The seven-foot All-America star from Philadelphia 
said he planned to organize two 10-man .squads, one of 
Negro play ers and one of whites, for the tour. 
"We’ll play 160 games, beginning in South America 
very soon and continuing the next ba.sketball season 
through the United States,” he added. “ This tour will give 
me the competition I need to get ready for the pro league.” 
Few o^her details were given of the proposed cam­ 


paign. Chamberlain said the tour would he managed by Bill 
Leuschner and that Leuchner believed it could gross $250,- 
IHK). 
He .said the squads would be made up of “ real good 
play ers 1 know of, who never got a chance to play in col­ 
lege or who couldn’t quite make the pro grade.” 
He added that he was looking forward to play ing pro 
basketball in the National Basketball A.ssn, as a member 
of the Philadelphia Warriors, who hold draft rights to his 
services. But he cannot join the Warriors until 1959, after 
hi.s class is graduated, 
“ I’m glad of that because I'm not ready for the pros 
y et by a long shot—or even a jump shot,” Chamberlain 
said in the magazine, which goes on sale Tuesday . 
“ At K. U. 1 wasn’t developing the all-around game I 
need to meet Ihe kind of challenge Bill Russell had to face 
when he moved up from the Ihiiversily of San Francisco 
to the Boston Celtics. 
At I.awrence, Dick Harp, Kansas coach, refused to 
comment on Chamberlain’s criticism of Kansas basketball 


but he wished his protege success In his new venture. 
“ 1 am certain Wilt will go on to prove him.self tht 
finest play er in the history of the game,” Harp said. 
Chamlx’i'lain said the barnstorming tour would give 
hini a chance to make some money for hi.s family . “ There 
arc nine of us, six boy s and three girls,” he said, “ and 
we’vi' alway s had to struggle to get along,” 
The .strmgbean Negro play er, sought by more than 200 
colU'ges before he enrolled at Kansas, said he wanted to 
(li‘ny reports that he received $25,(KK) to $.90,000 for play ing 
basketball at Kansas and that he once asked $5,200 be­ 
sides tuition, room and board to attend Indiana. 
He said at Kansas he received only board, room, tuition 
and $15 a month for laundry and incidentaks. 
He said he only consid(*r(Ml four colleges — Day ton, 
Michigan, Indiana and K. U, “ Some .southern .schools got 
in touch with me before they realized my color,” he added. 
Chamberlain was named on the Associated Press All- 
AiiK'rica team last .season for the second time. He led the 
voting for positions.
